DENIES MOTION 


TOR ACQUITTAL 


Haywood Defense Must Submit Evi- 


dence to Meet State's Case. 


RULING OF THE BOISE COURT 


Attorneys Richardson and Darrew of 


Counsel For the Prisoner Make Elo- 
quent Arguments In Support of tha 
Motion, and Senator Borah Replies. 
Defense Now Has It* Inning. 


Boise, Ida., June 22. — Judge Wood 


overruled a motion made by the attor- 
neys for William Haywood for an or- 
der directing the Jury to acquit the 
prisoner, and the defense must now 
meet with evidence the case which 
state has presented. 


It was arranged that Haywood's 


counsel" should make their opening 
statement and present their first tes- 
timony Monday. 


The motion for an instruction to the 


jury was by an agreement, and the 
jury was sent back to the jury house 
out of the hearing of the argument. 
Attorney E. F. Richardson made the 
principal argument In support of the 
motion In a long, carefully-prepared 
and eloquent address. He took for his 
guide the Idaho statute, which forbids 
conviction upon the uncorroborated 
testimony 
of 
an 
accomplice, and 


quoted authorities in support of his 
contention that there must be convinc- 
ing corroboration entirely independ- 
ent of the testimony of the accom- 
plice, and made an analysis of all the 
testimony offered. 
He declared that 


none of the testimony could stand 
without support of Orchard's story, 
and that the statute specifically for- 
bade its acceptance under those cir- 
cumstances. He also argued that the 
testimony of Orchard was the only 
showing that in any way connected 
Haywood with the crime, and that the 
statute forbade conviction under those 
circumstances. 


Senator Borah, who at once spoka 


for the state, argued with like force 
and eloquence that Haywood's connec- 
tion has been independently shown, 
and that Orchard's testimony has been 
corroborated by independent circum- 
stances and evidence. He also sub- 
mitted a general argument claiming 
that the state had established the ex- 
istence of a general conspiracy In 
which Haywood was a participant and 
in which he strongly developed the al- 
leged connection of Pettibone 
and 


Simpkins 


Clarence Darrow, who closed, plead- 


ed that there was not a shred of evi- 
dence in the case capable of standing 
without 
the 
"rotten thread of Or- 


chard's story" to sustain it, and that 
the plain provision of the Idaho statute 
made the duty of the court clear. Ha 
ridiculed the idea of a general con- 
spiracy and contended that if the most 
liberal allowance were made for the 
entire showing of the state that it 
would not make out a case against the 
prisoner worthy of submission to the 
jury

Uncle Sain likes 
honey, and to further the industry of 
bee culture and honey making, rates 
the queen bee as an exception to the 
genera! rule that nothing alive may i 
be forwarded through the mails. 
i 


"Bill had built his own hive, i 


'Spanish like,' he said, 'so she would 
feel at home,' and had taken it to the 
woods. 
From that and subsequent 


visits to the location of Bill's ->flrst i 
business enterprise and from furtlxci-' 
investigation on his own part, your? 
Uncle Joe presumes to tell you the ' 
following, what he hopes will prove j 
interesting, facts concerning bees: 
I 


"A bee hive is a city in itself and j 


may contain from twenty thousand 
to sixty 
thousand 
inhabitants. A 


single queen rules over all. In this 
city each citizen follows the laws, 
going out when it is time to go out, 
coming home at proper hours, arid 
staying at home when it is his .or 
her duty. In the winter time, hav- 
ing no flres to warm them, the bees 
cling together In a bunch. Just the 
same as children cuddle. 


"One might suppose, Just because 


one single queen rules over so many, 
having so many subjects to work for 
her and wait upon her, she would "do 
nothing but amuse herself. 
On the 


contrary, she, too, obeys .the laws 
laid down for her- -guidance, and 
never, except on one or two state .oc- 
casions, goes out of .the city, but 
works as hard as theyest In perform- 
ing her own royal "duties.': 


"The gates of the bee city, or hive, 


are so narrow that two inhabitants 
can only just pass each other on thel* 


way through them, yet thousands go 
in and out every hour of the day; 
some bringing materials to build new 
houses, others food and provisions to 
store up for the winter; and vhilw 
all appears confusion and disorder 
among this rapidly moving throng, 
yet in reality each has its own work 
to do, and perfect order reigns over 
the whole. 


"Bees prefer to work in the dark. 


They are gifted with. double sight, 
one for the bright glare of noonday 
sun and the other for their own 
'iive's gloom; their eyea accommodat- 
ingly adjusting to serve the purposes 
of the task upon which they are en- 
gaged. 


"Francois Huber, a blind nat-j 


uralist, was the 
first 
to discover 


many interesting facts concerning 
bees. 
Huber 
had 
started on the 


study of the toilers in sweets when 
his sight failed. He had others con- 
struct an inner glass hive with an 
outer common covering which could 
be lifted at will. When the covering 
was lifted he was told of what the 
bees inside were doing. Glass slides, 
such as are employed in some modern 
hives, hinder rather than help bee 
culture. 
Bees object 
to too much 


light being cast on their private do- 
Ings, and will quit a hive if too fre- 
quently disturbed. 


"Take a May morning, about 10 


o'clock; go into the apple orchard :of 
a farm wheron bees are .cared for, 
and if you are. fortunate enough to 
find a swarm you will Bee a black 
object;which looks very much like a 
large plum pudding very likely hang- 
ing from the limb of an Old apple 
tree. In swarming bees cling to each 


other by their legs; each bee with its 
two fore-legs clinging to the two 
hinder-legs of -the one above it. 
In 


this way as many as 20,000 bees may 
be clinging together, and yet they 
hang so freely/that a bee, -even from 
quite the center of the swarm, can 
disengage .herself from her neigh- 
bors'and pass through' to the outside 
of the cluster ;Whenever she wishes. 


"If theee bee6 were left to them- 


selves, they would find a home after 
a time in a hollow tree, or under the 
roof of a house, or in some other 
cavity, and begin to build their honey 
comb there. But not wishing to lose 
their honey we will bring a hive, 
and holding it under 
the 
swarm, 


shake the bough gently so that the 
bees will, fall; ..into it, and cling to 
the sides as: we turn it over on a 
piece of 'clean, linen, on 'the stand 
where the hly'e- Is to be. 


"Before, five .ihimites are over the 


bees have begun to disperse and to 
make arrangenients 
in 
their new 


home. • The 'drtmeg, or male bees, 
which are largo:- and of a darker 
color than the irest, do no work, de- 
pending on th^qthers to wait on them 
and feed them; 
The queen bee is 


blackest of all, and haa a longer body 
and shorter wings. She is the moth- 
er of-the hive and often lays as high 
as two hundred eggs a day in the 
wax cells which the worker bees have 
built- for that- purpose!

the honey drop from the flower it ia 
drawn into a first stomach, or honey- 
bag, to be emptied later ou into the 
wax cells in the hive prepared for 
its reception. So, when a bee wants 
to make wax it hangs quietly for 
twenty-four hours, and in that time 
the contents of the honey bag are ab- 
sorbed and digested by the bee's sec- 
ond stomach and pass into the eight 
little pockets in the form of wax. 


"As fast as the eggs are deposited 


in the cells prepared for them they 
are taken in charge by what are 
called the nursing bees. In two or 
three days each egg has become a 
tiny maggot or larva, and the nurs- 
ing bees put into its cell a mixture 
of pollen and honey which they have 
prepared in their own mouths, thus 
making a kind of sweet bath in which 
the larva lies. In five or six days the 
larva grows BO fat upon this that it 
nearly'fills up the cell, and then the 
bees.M&l up the mouth of the cell 
With a thin carer of wax, made of 
UCU. 


"As soon as the larva is covered in 


it begins to give out from Its under- 
lip a whitish, silken film, made of 
two threads of silk glued together, 
and with this it spins a covering or 
cocoon 'all round itself, and so it re- 
mains for about ten days more. 
At 


last, just twenty-one days after the 
egg waa laid, the young bee is quite 
perfect, and begins to eat her way 
through the cocoon and waxen lid, 
and scrambles out of her cell. Alter 
twenty-four hours attention from the 
nursing bee she is ready to go to 
work with the rest. 


"After all the worker-eggs are laid 


the queen bee begins to lay, In some 
rather larger cells, eggs from which 
drones, or male bees, will grow up 
In about twenty days.

will later drain the land and colon- 
ize with northern people. 


In eastern 
North 
Carolina Mr. 


"Wilkinson, vice president ot the Rap- 
er Lumber company, that owns 
GOO,- 


000 acres, took him in his large tour- 
ing car to vist the famous alligator 
swamp in Hyde county, that was re 
claimed more than one hundred years 
ago. Hyde county has no railroad 
and is very inaccessible and the peo- 
ple quite primitive, but the reclaimed 
black swamp soils would make the 
best Ohio corn grower envious. One 
farm visited contains 2,000 acres, has 
been farmed every year for 150 years 
and still produces fine crops of white 
horse tooth corn that is exported to 
Germans'- 
You simply 
can't 
wear 


such soil out and many say the longer 
they are farmed the better they are. 


North Carolina contains many sim- 


ilar extensive tracts of swamp lands 
"Will reports, that they 
only 
need 


draining to 
make 
generations 
of 


farmers rich. 


These swamps are nearly all many 


feet above sea level and- the drain- 
age can be accomplished far easier 


than in the level lands 
ji the northern and western part of 
Ohio. 


Farther south in the Carolinas and 


Georgia occur large bodies 
of 
rich 


river swamp lands that must be pro- 
tected from overflow 'during freshets. 
Where the tides come up the river 
these rich lands are used 
for rice. 


The rice planter 
has, 
ingeuuouslj 


constructed levees 
to hold out the 


tides especially when storms back the 
salt water many miles 
tip stream. 


Salt water soon kills the rice, so the 
crop can only be irrigated by flooding 
at high tide when the water is fresh.
